HAVE PETITION ASKING 
PAROLE OF ASBYJORNSEN 



Residents of Fox Lake and- vicinity 
are circulating a petition asking that 
Pear Asbyjornsen who received an in- 
determinate sentence in the state peni- 
tentiary at Joliet, 111, be paroled. 
Asbyjornsen pleaded guilty on a man- 
slaughter charge. He was drunk when 
he shot and mortally injured his partner. 
The petition will be presented to 
Governor Dunne on the first day of 
March. 



Charles Sparrow, an alleged deserter 
from the U. S. Navy, foiled an attempt 
made by Sheriff Green and one deputy 
to take him captive at Zion City Tues- 
day, where he has been hiding for the! 
past ten days He made a hairbreadth 
escape from the hands of the law. 

Two weeks ago Sheriff Green was ad- 
vised that Sparrow had deserted from 
a U. S. battleship on the east coast 
For two weeks Sheriff Green watched 
the young man's parent's residence in 
Zion City, and only Tuesday was he ad- 
vised that the young man had been 
seen about the place. Two minutes 
after the sheriff rec< ived word that the 
alleged deserter had been seen in Zion 
City, he boarded a train with a deputy. 

When they reached the Sparrow 
home the mother of the young man 
opened the door and asked the sheriff 
what he wanted. He told the aged 
woman that he was searching for her 
son, who had been booked as a deserter 
from the navy. 

"Unless you surrender the young 
man, • 1 will search the house," suid 
Sheriff Green. ... -... 

"Why he left a* few minutes before 
you arrived You may search the house 
but you won't find him," responded the 
gray-haired woman. 

Sheriff Green and his deputy search- 
ed the house from cellar to attic. 

From what could be ascertained the 
young man ran to the electric road sta- 
tion and boarded a north bound car. A 
man answering Sparrow's description 
was seen to leave the electric car at 
Racine. 

A special guard will be stationed in 
Zion City to arrest the man in case he 
returns, to the home of his parents* 

The young man enlisted in the navy 
six monthf ago. He served his appren- 
ticeship at the naval training station, 
Great Lakes, but was transferred to 
the Pacific coast two months ago. He 
dispapeared from the battleship at 
Newport NewB, it is said., A reward 
has been offered by Uncle Sam for his 
arrest. 

Police of the North Shore have been i 
furnished with a description of the: 
young man. When seen in Zion^City j 
the alleged deserter was wearing civil- ' 
ian's clothes.

Some time between twelve- and one 
o'clock this (Thursday) morning the 
house on the Wm.

The Law Prevents the Killing of Calves 
and Brings the high Cost of Meat Down 

Startling facts regarding the de- 
crease of the cattle supply in the Unit- 
ed States are revealed in a report just 
issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The, report shows that the supply 
of cattle in the last year has been the 
smallest in many years and that it has 
a direct hearing on the high cost of 
living. 

According to the heads of large pack- 
ing interests in Chicago, the decrease 
in the cattle supply is playing a large 
part in the rise of the price of meat and 
in the general cost of meat foodstuffs. 
The increase, it h asserted, can be 
traced directly to the breeder and the 
farmer, who it is declared, have de- 
pleted their ranges of marketable cat- 
tle by the killing of calves for the mar- 
ket. 

J. Ogden Armour, head of the Ar- 
mour Packing company, in discussing 
the decrease of the cattle supply said: 
"The present shortage of cattle is in a 
large measure responsible for the high 
cost of living. The cattle raisers of 
the West are not allowing their herds 
to grow to a marketable size. 

There should be a law in the United 
States which would prohibit the killing 
of calves. Such a law as this, I be- 
lieve, is in force in South America with 
the result that their herds are rapidly 
oveishadowing ours. The people of the 
the United States consume more veal 
than other nation in the world, and the 
price here is higher. As a matter of 
fact it is ridiculously high, but the de- 
mand far exceeds the supply and this 
results in the killing of the young cat- 
tle." 

John A Spoor, president ofihe Stock 
Yards company, takes the same view 
of the situation as Mr. Armour.

vivid running accounts of that 
meeting, telling of Lincoln's sol- 
emn vow and its consummation. 
This is tho story of that day as 
told by Salmon P. Chase, secre- 
tary of tho treasury: 
To department about nine.

Re- 
ceived sundry callers. Went to the White House. 
All the members of the cabinet wore In attend- 
ance. There was somo general talk, and tho 
president mentioned that Artomus Ward had sent 
him his book. Proposed to read a chapter which 
ho thought very funny. Read It, and seemed to 
enjoy It very much; tho heads also (except 
Stanton), of course. Tho chapter was "High- 
handed Outrage at Utica." The president then 
took a graver tone, and Bald: 

"Gentlemen: I have, as you are aware, thought 
a great deal about tho relation of this war to 
■lavery; and you all remember that, several 
weeks ago, I read to you an order that I prepared 
on this subject, which, on account of objections 
made by some of you, was not Issued. Ever

■lnce then my mint? has been^iGneh-tJCCtlpred with 
this subject, and I wygxtuought, all along, that 
tho time for acting] on It might probably como. 
I think the time has como now. I wish it was a 
better time. I wish that we were In a better con- 
dition. The action of tho army against the reb- 
els has not been quite what I should have best 
liked. 

"When tho rebel army was at Frederick, I de- 
termined, as soon as it should be driven out of 
Maryland, to Issue a proclamation of emancipa- 
tion, such as I thought most likely to be useful. 
I said nothing to any one, but I made the prom- 
ise to myself and (hesitating a little) to my Mak- 
ler. The rebel army Is now driven out, and I 
going to fulfil that promise. 

"I have got you together to hear what I have 

ltten down. I do not wish your advice about 

main matter, for that I have determined for 

jyself. This I say without intending anything 

lit respect for any one of you. But I already 

jow the views of each on this question. They 

lye been heretofore expressed, and I have con- 

[erod them as thoroughly and carefully as I 
What I have written 1b that which my re- 

kions have determined me to say. If there Is 
anything In the expressions I use, or in any 
minor matter, which any one of you thinks had 
best, be changed, I shall be glad to receive the 
suggestions. 

"One other observation I will make. I know 
very-rwell that many others might, in this .matter 
as In 'others, do better than I can; and If I was 
satisfied that the public confidence waa moro 
fully possessed by any one of them than by me. 
and knew of any constitutional way in which he 
could be put In my place, ho should have it I 
would. gladly yield it to him. But, though I be- 
lieve that I have not so much tho confidence of 
the people as I had some time since, I do not 
know that, all things considered, any other per- 
son has more; and, however this may be, there 
is no way in which I con have any other man put 
where lam. I am here; I must do the best I can, 
and bear the responsibility of taking the course 
which I feel I ought to. take." 

The president then proceeded to read his 
Emancipation Proclamation, making remarks on 
tho Beveral parts as he went on, and showing 
that he had fully considered the whole subject. 
In all the lights under which It had been present- 
ed to him. After tie had closed, Governor Sew- 
ard said: 

"Tho general question having been decided,' 
nothing can, bo said farther about that Would 
It not, however, make the proclamation more 
clear and decided to leave out all reference to 
the act being sustained during the incumbency of 
the present president; and not merely say- that 
tho government 'recognizes' but that it will main- 
tain, the freedom It proclaims?" 

I followed, "saying: 

"What you have said, Mr. President fully 



satisfies me that you have given to every proposi- 
tion which line been made a kind and candid con- 
sideration. And you have now expressed the con- 
clusion to which you have arrived clearly and 
distinctly. TIxIb it was your right arid, under 
your oath of office, your duty to do. The procla 
mation does not, Indeed, mark out exactly the. 
course I* would myself prefer. But I am ready 
to take It Just as it is written, and to stand by it 
with all my heart. I think, however,' the sugges- 
tions of Governor Seward very Judicious, and 
shall be gfad to have them adopted.** 

The president then asked us severally our 
opinions as to -tho modification proposed, saying 
that he did not care much about. the phrases he 
had used. Every one favored the modification, 
and It was adopted. Governor Seward then pro- 
posed that, in the passage relating to coloniza- 
tion, some language should be introduced to 
show that tho colonization proposed was to be 
only with the consent of the colonists and tho 
consent of the states In which colonies might be 
attempted. This, too, was agreed to, and no 
other modification was proposed. 

Gideon Welles, secretary of the navy, also ro- ! 
corded In his diary the events of that day. He, 
too, alluded to the solemn covenant Lincoln had 
made, to free the alavea In the event of a victory. 
Thp victory had come, and Lincoln had mad a up 
hie mind. This la Welles' narrative, written un- 
der date of September 22: 

A special cabinet meeting. The subject was 
the proclamation for emancipating tho slaves 
after a certain date, In states that shall then be 
in rebellion. For several weeks the subject has 
'been suspended, but the president says never lost 
sight of. When it was submitted, and now, In 
taking up the proclamation, the president stated 
that the question was finally decided, the act and 
the consequences were hla, but that he felt it 
due to us ■ to make us acquainted with the fact 
and to invite criticism on the paper which he 
had prepared. There were, ho had found, not 
unexpectedly, some differences In the cabinet, 
but he - had. after ascertaining In his own way 
the views of each and all, Individually and collec- 
tively, formed hla own conclusions and mado Ids 
own decisions. 

In the courae of the discussion on this paper, 
which 'was long, earnest, and, on tho general 
principle Involved, ' harmonious, he remarked 
that he had made a vow, a covenant, that if God 
gave us tho victory in the approaching^ battle, ho 
would consider It an indication of Divine Will, 
and that it waa his duty to move forward In tho 
cause of emancipation. . It might be thought 
strange, he said, that he had In this way submit- 
ted the disposal of matters when the way was 
not clear to his mind what ho should do. God 
had decided thiB question in favor of the slaves. 

He was satisfied It was right, was confirmed 
and strengthehned in his' action by the vow and 
tho results. His mind was fixed, his decision 






made, but he wished his paper announcing hll 
courso as correct In terniB as it could bo made 
without any change in the determination. He 
read the document Ono or two unimportant 
amendments suggested by Seward were approved. 
It was then handed to tho secretary of state to 
publish tomorrow.. » 

After this, Blair remarked that ho considered 
It proper to say he did not concur In the ex- 
pediency of the measuro at this time, though he 
approved of tho principle, and should, therefore, 
wish to fllo his objections. Ho stated at some 
length his views, which were substantially : ; that 
he ought not to put In greater Jeopardy tho pa- 
triotic element In tho border states, that tho re- 
sults of this proclamation would bo to carry over 
those states en masse to tho Secessionists ns 
soon aa it wa8 read, and that there waa also a 
class of partisans in the free states endeavoring 
to" revive old parties, who would have a club put 
Into their hands of which they would avail them- 
selves to beat tho administration. 

Tho president said he had considered the dan- 
ger to bo apprehended from the first objection, 
which was undoubtedly serious, but tho objection 
wns certainly as great not to net; aa regarded 
tho last, It had not much weight with him. 

The question of power, nuthority, in tho gov*, 
ernment to set free the slaves was not much dis- 
cussed at this meeting, but had been canvassed 
by the president In private conversation with the 
members individually. , Some thought legislation 
advisable before the step was taken, but con- 
gress was clothed with no authority on this sub- 
ject, nor Is the executive, except under the war- 
power— military necessity, martial law, when 
there can bo no legislation. This was tho view 
which I took when the president first presented 
the subject to Seward and myself last summer, 
a9 we were returning from the funeral of Stan 
ton's child— a ride of two or three miles from 
beyond Georgetown. Seward was at that time 
not at all communicative, and, I think, not will- 
ing to advise, though he did pot dissent from the 
movement. 

It Is momentous, both in its immediate and re- 
mote results, and an exerclBo of extraordinary 
power, which cannot be Justified on mere hu- 
manitarian principles, and would never have been 
attempted but to preserve the national existence. 
Tho slaves must bo with us or against us in tho 
war. Let us have them. These were my convic- 
tions, and this the drift of the discussion. 

The effect which the proclamation will have 
on the public mind is a matter of some uncer- 
tainty. In some respects It wonld, I think, have 
been better to have issued it when formerly first 
considered/ 

There- is an Impression that Seward has op- 
posed, and Is opposed to, the measure. I have 
not been without that Impression myself, chiefly 
from his hesitation to commit himself, and per- 
haps because action was suspended on 'his sug- 
gestion. But in the final discussion he has as 
cordially supported the measure as Chase. 

For myself the subject has, from its magnitude 
and Its consequences, oppressed me, aside from 
tho ethical features of the question. It Ib a stop 
in tho progress of this war which will extend 
Into the distant future. A favorable termination 
of tliia terrible conflict seems more remote with 
every movement, and unless the rebels hasten 
to avail themselves of the alternative presented, 
of which I see little probability, tho war can 
scarcely bo other than ono of emancipation to 
the slave, or subjugation, or submission to their 
rebel ownera. 

There Is in the free states a very general im- 
pression . that this measure will Insure a speedy 
peace. I cannot say. that I so view It No one in 
thoso states dare advocate peace tea moans of 
prolonging slavery, oven if it 1b his honest opin- 
ion, and tho pecuniary, Industrial, and social 
sacrifice impending will intensify the struggle 
before ub. While, however; then* dark clouds 
are above and around us, I cannot see how .the 
subject can be avoided. Perhaps it Is not do- 
Blrable It should be. It Is. however, an arbitrary 
and despotic measure in the cause. of freedom.

Washington. Feb. 5.— An Income 
tax now is ouo of the provlBlous pf 
tho Constitution of tho United States. 
Wyoming's ratification Monday of tho 
Income tax amendment— the six- 
teenth change In tho Constitution and 
tho first since the reconstruction— 
completed a list of thirty-six statos— 
three-fourths of the Union, which 
have approved the provision. 

Congress will enact a law to levy 
the tax and It probably will become 
effective during the extraordinary 
session to bo called ' by President- 
elect Wilson In March. 

The now law probably will super- 
code tho corporation . tax and provide 
for a tax on all Incomes abovp $5,000, 
although thero has been somo senti- 
ment In favor of making tho limit 
as low us $4,000. Congressional lead- 
ers who have been preparing for tho 
final ratification by the states esti- 
mate an Income tax would bring In 
about $100,000,000 a year to tho gov- 
ernment. 

Tho provision authorizing an in- 
como tax will be known as the "six- 
teenth amendment" and reads as fol- 
lows: 

"Article XVI.— The congress shall 
have power to lay and collect taxes 
on Incomes, from- whatever source 
derived. without apportionment 
among the states, and without regard 
to any census or enumeration."

"We were compelled to recommence

and a pink carnation in his coat lapel.

Inspects Capitol Quarters. 
Going to the capitol, after delivering 
Tils inaugural address/Governor Dunne 
ontored his chambers' for the first 
time. Various national guard officers, 
led by General Dickson, saluted. Col- 
ored messengers ran hither nnd thith- 
or. The governor walked about In- 
fipectlng things. In tho outer room he 
met Senator Hearn of Qulncy. tho 
first of* the legislators to-groet him in 
his official capacity. Tho senator's two 
sons also were presented. Next came 
the reception, the passing of hundreds 
before the lino of now state officers, 
the congratulatory words, and the 
endless handshaking. As twilight set- 
tled, Governor Dunno was whisked 
away to the mansion once more to 
dine and get Into evening * clothes. 
Then camo tho evening soiree,, with 
tho women resplendent-arid the gov- 
eruor and his amiable wife and chll- 
d J*on m their happiest mood.' The 
children, however, preferred the pool 
table below. That was the targot ot 
their pell-mell rush as quickly as thev 
ontored their new homo. It was an 
evening of music, chatter and laugh- 
ter. 



Springfield. 111.— Edward F. Dunno, 
the now governor of Illinois, delivered 
ills inaugural address to tho general 
assembly. He said in part: 
To tho Members of tho Forty-eighth 
General Assembly: 
Tho constitution of the state wisely 
provides that the governor shall, at 
tho commencement of each session, 
and at tho close of his term of office, 
glvo to tho general assembly Informa- 
tion by message of tho condition of 
the state, and make such recommen- 
dations as he dooms proper. In com- 
pliance with that provision Governor 
Donoen has submlttod his messago to 
you. t 

It also has become tho custom for 
the Incoming governor to make an 
Inaugural address, recommending 
such measures to tho consideration of 
tho general assembly as he deems ex- 
pedient and necessary. In pursuance 
of .that custom- 1 respectfully submit 
tho following: 

The constitution of thlB state should 
bo amended in at least throo essen- 
tial particulars, and in at least three 
soparato articles of the samo to moot 
the demands of modern progress. 
Initiative and Referendum. 
Under Article IV, relating to tho 
legislative department, as now 
phrased, tho Inherent right of all self- 
governing people to Initiate and veto 
laws is not reserved to and by tho 
peoplo of Illinois. 

For xnoro than eight years tho 
people of thlB state, following prece- 
dents set by other republics and four- 
teen sister. Btatos of tho American 
Union, have boon insistently demand- 
ing tho right to legislate directly for 
thomBelvoa by tho initiative; and tho 
right to voto legislation, passed by 
the legislature, contrary to tho wlBhes 
of tho peoplo, by the referendum. 
Twice within the last eight years the 
peoplo of Illinois, by overwhelming 
rotes at the ballot box, in tho ratio 
of about five to one. have manifested 
an urgent desiro for thlB. great re- 
form. Their demand Is Insistent and 
Just, and has been too long denied. 

I would respectfully recommend, 
therefore, at this session of the legis- 
lature, that tho nocesBary legislative 
steps bo taken to amend Artlclo IV 
of the constitution so as to secure the 
right- of direct legislation by the 
people themselves upon a petition of 
eight per centum of tho voters vot- 
ing at the last general election; and 
to socuro the right of veto In the 
people, by requiring submission to the 
people of any law or laws, passed by 
tho legislature, for their approval or 
disapproval, upon tho filing of a pott- 
tion of five per centum of the voters 
voting at tho last general election. 
Article IX Relating to Revenue. 
Article IX of the constitution, relat- 
ing to revenue and taxation, and Ar- 
ticle XIV, relating, to amendments to 
tho constitution, ought also be amend- 
ed; but wo aro unfortunately con- 
fronted, with 'a constitutional impasse, 
which makes it impossible to pro- 
vldo for moro than ono of these three 
amendments to the constitution at 
thlB session of the legislature 
Article XIV, on Amendments 
Artlclo XTV of the constitution, re- 
lating to amendments to the constitu- 
tion, declares that "the general as- 
sembly shall have no power' to pro- 
pose amendments to more than one 
article on this constitution at tho 
same session." 

, This article itself should qo amend- 
ed. No valid' rea|on exists why sev- 
eral articles of tho constitution should 
not be amended at tho samo session 
to meet tho demands of modern con- 
ditions. 

Abolition of 8tate Board of Equaliza- 
tion. 
.». Moreover, relief from some, and the 
most onerous, of the inequities and in- 
equalities of taxation is open to us 
without waiting for an amendment to 
the constitution. For years past tho 
great corporations of the state have 
been enjoying 'undue favoritism in the 
matter of taxation, owing to malad- 
ministration of the law by the state 
board of equalization. This body Is 
charged by law with the duty of as- 
sessing fairly and Justly the property 
of corporations. It has signally failed 
In Its duty. The corporations have 
been unduly favored at the expense of 
the people. 

Experience has shown that the state 
board of equalization Is unscientifical- 
ly constituted, and unfairly administ- 
ered. It Is a departmental fiasco, and 
Its work farcical. It is unwieldy in 
numbers, intermittent -in its labors, 
and secretive in its methods. It should 
bo abolished. In its placo should be 
created a tax court, or commission. 
composed of three or flvq members of 
approved Intelligence and Information, 
appointed by' the executive, with. the 
approval of the seriate*;," for a terra of 
years, that shall remain in continuous 
session the entire year and record its 
acts arid findings s from, day to day. It 
should bo given all ihe powers', now 
committed to tho state board of equal- 
isation, and. In addition thereto. 



should have general supervision of the 
administration. of tho assessment and 
tax laws of tho state; Invested with 
power to advlso and Instruct local as- 
sessors, proscribe forms for assess- 
ment returns and roports, require re- 
turns, schedules and other Informa- 
tion, under eath, from individuals and 
corporations, appoint special asses- 
sors, export examiners and account- 
ants, direct reassessments in case of 
defective assessments, hear appeals 
and complaints, Investigate on Us own 
initiative the administration of all tax 
and revenue laws, examine Into the 
tax methods of othor states, and rec- 
ommend to tho legislature any and all 
.amendments to the rovepuo laws of 
tho state, which would make for a fair 
nnd equitable distribution of tho bur- 
dens of taxation between the peoplo 
and corporations of tho common- 
wealth. 

I, therefore, respectfully recommend 
the passage, by the legislature, of a 
law abolishing tho state board of 
equalization, and crcntlng a tax court, 
or commlBBlon, along the lines above 
Indicated. 

'Public Utilities. 
The day of competition in tho sup- 
ply of gas, electric light and power, 
Btroot railways, and somo other pub- 
lic utilities, has passed. Monopoly in 
these matters has come to stay. 

In these modern days no municipal- 
ity can tolerate the tearing up of Its 
streets, every few months or years, 
hy rival water, gas, electric light, 
heating, or telephone companies In the 
laying of pipes, wires and conduits. 

Only ono utility producing concern 
should, bo allowed that privilege for 
each utility in each city. 

That concern must be either the mu- 
nlclpal corporation itself, or a private 
corporation. 

The sole aim of a public corporation 
Is to operato to the satisfaction of 
the community, which la always as- 
sured by giving tho best service at 
tho lowest rate. 

The Bole aim or all private corpor- 
ations, unregulated by law, Is-to make 
money for thoir stockholders, and tho 
most money can be made by poor 
service at a high rato to tho con- 
sumer. 

The only question, then, is whether 
the public shall own and operate 
through state or local agencies, or 
whether it shall allow'those utilities to 
remain In tho ownership and control 
of private corporations and regulate 
them by law. 

Municipal Ownership. 
While most cltloB of Illinois may 
not be ready, as yet, to undertake mu- 
nicipal operation of other than wa- 
terworks, legislation should bo enact- 
ed Immediately, giving all cities the 
right to build or buy, and to operate 
their utilities. For this purpose, cit- 
ies should bo empowered to Issue 
bonds, subject to a referendum and 
such other reasonable safeguards as 
may bo necessary. If such rights are 
given, it will force private corpora- 
tions, now furnishing these utilities, to 
give decent service at decent rates, or 
face the alternative of public own- 
ership. 

State Regulation. 
Important as it is to give cities the 
right to manage their own public util- 
ities, it Is also important to give ito 
state and local bodies large powers of 
regulation of the public utilities that 
remain In prlvato hands. 

These utilities may bo broadly class- 
ed as "Intra-urban" and "lnter-'urban." 
In other words, they are either lo- 
cal In character, confined to a city 
and its suburbs, or they run through 
country districts and connect ono 
place with another. 

The Inter-urban-utllltles can only bo 
regulated by the state. For that pur- 
pose, a well-equlpped utilities commis- 
sion should bo created with large pow- 
ers. It should control tho Issue of se- 
curities, the character of service, the 
rate of charge, etc It Bhould bo ap- 
pointed by the executive with the ap- 
proval of the senate. 

WltV respect to Intra-urban, or 
city utilities. If might *e well, at tho 
start, to give to the proposed Btate 
commission control of tho city utili- 
ties when requested by any of the sov- 
oral cities of the stato. Tho commlB- 
sion, however, should be empowered 
to secure uniformity of accounting and 
full publicity with respect oven to the 
city utilities, and should be prepared 
to furnlBh this Information in tabu- 
lated form In Its annuol reports, and 
in further dotail to public officials. 

It would also be well to give the 
state commission full control of all 
new Issues of stock, bonds and notes, 
and other evidences of Indebtedness of 
all the public utilities of the state, In- 
eluding those within the cities. If tbls 
were, done, the commission should bo 
equipped with resources and power to 
make a physical valuation of . such 
properties. No additional securities 
should bo permitted to be lsBued save 
for additional physical property and 
legitimate brokerage 

Loom I Regulation. 

In addition to a* law conferring the 
right of municipal ownership, and an- 
other creating a State Utilities Com- 
mision, wo need legislation conferring 
upon cities that choose to exercise 
It, the samo rights of control over all 
their city utilities that they now pos- 
sess with respect to water companies. 
Chicago secured such a right with re- 
spoot to gas and oloctrlc companies 
about Blx years 'ago. A similar law, 
with perhaps some additional power, 
'should be paBBed for all cities. 
Corrupt Practices Act. 

For many years peat elections In 
this state, particularly in our largest 
cities, have been signalized by the lav- 
lsh use of money, both before and dur- 
ing primary elections, arid before and 
during- final olectlona. Hordes of hlrod 
men have surrounded polling 
places, intimidating, cajoling and* 
often terrorizing ,' voters^ Condi, 
dates v have cbricededly' spent in 
the eleotlon conteiU more than 



twice tho salary they eoukieonect ditis 
lng the whole term of thftr offices, 
Snch a practice is scanrinrHin, and, If 
further tolerated by lawftnin debar 
from political aspiration*)^) but tho 
rich and corrupt These twA classes 
(the rich and corrupt) combined' 
form but a very smaH portloV of trie- 
community, and to limit publ\o offlco 
and honor to them Is a violation of 
the spirit and gonlua of Amerlcsa In- 
stitutions. 

To reform these conditions I, there- 
fore, recommend the passage of a cor- 
rupt practices act, which will IlmiL, 
within reasonable restrictions, tho ex- 
penditure of money during a polity 
campaign, and compol tho publication, 
of nil amounts collected and expeai. 
ed both beforo nnd after election. 
Civil Service. 
Civil sorvlce is no longer an un- 
tried principle. Honestly and fairly 
administered, it makes for better and 
moro efficient public service, nnd the 
peoplo have shown by their votes that 
they are In favor of it 

I respectfully urge that your honors 
ble body glvo careful consideration to 
all measures relative to civil service, 
its extension to positions, which; 
should bo Included within its scope, 
and othor amendments which might 
make for the bettor operation or en- 
forcement of the law. 

Convict Labor. 
Provision also should bo made for 
tho employment of the Inmates of our 
penitentiaries In road work. Primar- 
ily, convicts should bo used for tho 
preparation of material, olther at tho 
penitentiaries, or at camps, estab- 
lished near natural deposits of stone, 
gravel or othor material. In the ac- 
tual construqUonof highways, when 
it becomes necessary, short term pris- 
oners should bo employed on an hon- 
or system, such as prevails in Colo- 
rado. Humanitarian reasons underlie 
the employment of convicts in the 
open-air work of this sort. The prob- 
lem of what Is going to become of tha 
paroled or discharged convict Is 
largely solved If he Is released, 
healthy In body nnd In mind, nnd not 
debased by associations formed In the 
debilitating environments of cells and 
prison workshops. 

Psychological and physiological 
considerations onter Into tho employ- 
ment of men, on an honor system In 
tho fresh air. nnd sunshine, wherein 
and whereby they are restored to so- 
ciety with their manhood quickened, 
Instead of deadened, or destroyed. 
Improvement of Highways. 
A matter touching vitally tho agrl- 
cultural, commercial, educational, so- 
cial, religious and economic welfare 
of Illinois, and involving the conserva- 
tion of natural resources, Is tho ques- 
tion of good roads. 

Reports of the federal department 
of agriculture show that about 10 per 
cent of the 95.000 miles of Illinois 
roads aro improved in a permanent 
manor, as against 38 »per cent In the 
neighboring stato of Indiana, 20 per 
cent In Wisconsin, 20 per cent in 
Kentucky, 28 per cent in Ohio and 
50 per cont in Massachusetts. Consid- 
ered from tho standpoint of Improved 
roads, Illinois Is tho twenty-fourth in 
the list of states. 

The loss to farmors, becauso of In- 
accessible primary markets, and the 
abnormal expense of transportation 
due to bad roads, must bo considered 
as a contributing cause of tho high 
cost of living. In some Illinois coun- 
ties, highways are Impassable to or- 
dinary loads for a full third part of 
the year. Dad roadB not only hinder 
crop production and mnrketlng. but 
they keep tho rural consumer away 
from tho store of the merchant for 
weeks at a time. They keep pupils 
rrom tho schools, and voters from po- 
lltlcal gatherings, and from particlpa- 
tion In elections. • They Impair the 
efficiency of churches. : and social, fra- 
tornal and other organizations, which 
depend largely on public gatherings 
for the efficacy of. ^heir work. 

7 recommend for your consideration 
legislation. which will- promote the 
efficiency, and. economy of the admin- 
istration, of the road Bystem of the 
state. This legislation. I believe, 
should incorporate provisions for state 
co-operation with counties and town- 
ships In tho construction of main high- 
ways and bridges; and the proper 
maintenance of all roads after thev 
are built; for the compulsory drag- 
g ng of all dirt roadB. and for the use 
of tho stato automobile tax as a nu- 
cleuB of a fund for such state aid. 
Amondment of the Jury Law In Civil 
Cases. 
I became convinced, from my ex- 
per enco on the bench, some years ago. 
>that quite frequently there was a mis' 
carriage of Juatics in civil law suits re- 
sulting from disagreements of Juries 
procured by corrupt methods. 

In view of those experiences, I would 
respectfully suggest that the laws of 
the Btate, relating to the trial of civil 
cases in the courts, be amended so as 
to permit the court to accept a verdict 
fllgned by. eleven Jurors after twelve 
hours' deliberation, and by ten Jurors 
aftor twenty-four hours' deliberation 
Such time for deliberation would give 
ample opportuunty to an honoBt ml- 
norlty of one or two men. to fully pre . 
sent their views to their fellow Jur- 
ors, and convince them, if they, the 
minority, wero In the right; and'yet 
would prevont a miscarriage of w 
tice, If they wero In the: wrong and 
actuated by corrupt motives. I am of 
the opinion, however, that In all crim- 
inal cases, Involving the life or liberty 
of a citizen, a unanimous verdict* 
should still bo required. 

Governor .Dunne also recommended 
the ratification of tho amendment pro- 
viding for election of United States 
.senators by. the people; the shortening 
of the ballot; the creation of a colony 
for epileptics and tho enactment of a 
law making the breaking of a written 
political pledge by a public official a 
felony punishable 'by Imprisonment. M
